HELP FBOM ARMY, 


Berlin, Feb. 5.—The German for- 


eign office confirms the substantial 
accuracy of the subjoined statement, 
-which the Kreuz Zeitung prints to- 
day, relative to Germany's course to- 
wards the United States during the 
war with Spain. The correspondent 
of the Associated Press understands 
that the article was prepared by Pro- 
fessor ScMemann, professor of his- 
tory at Berlin university, who en- 
joys special official sources of infor- 
mation. After a preface quoting tha 
statement made by a British foreign 
office* official to a representative of 
the A&sociftted Press January 
£1 


last, it says: 


"Aknoet exactly four years ago the 


Spanish ambassador here asked Ger- 
many whether Germany would lead 
in action against the United States 
for tfce protection of the monarchic 
principle. The answer was a definite 
refusal, and the same answer was 
given a month later, or about the 
middle of March, when the invitation 
reached Germany to participate in 
the intervention undertaken upon the 
initiative of Austria, Thte was in 
the weeks following the sad catas- 
trophe of the Haine, when it was be- 
lieved intervention would facilitate 
an understanding between t!he United 
State* and Spain, Nevertheless, our 
government commissioned Herr Von 
Badowitz, the German ambassador to 
Spain, to inform the Madrid govern- 
ment that Germany was not in a po- 
sition to prevent the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war." 


"After that several attempts were 


made to win Germany, or the Brei- 
bund for Intervention, iu which the 
•pope was especially active. 
The 


final result wafc that Dr, Von Holle- 
feen, (German 'ambassador at Wash- 
ington) was instructed to join in the 
steps proposed by Austria, only in 
case all the other five great powers 
participated. 


"We are unable to state the details 


of how the united action came about. 
At any rate the collective note was 
handed to the officials at Washing- 
ton April 7, advising a peaceable 
settlement, and was signed by En- 
gland, France, Italy, Austria, Bus-1 
sia and Germany. It was believed 
for a week that war would be avert- 
ed. General Blanco received orders 
from Madrid to offer the Cuban in- 
surgents an armistice, for Spain was 
resolved to give them far-reaching 
autonomy and to arrive at a settle- 
ment of the Maine question through 
arbitration. Diplomatic circles, how- 
ever, entertained 110 illusions, and 
when England, April 14, through 
her ambassador, proposed a new col* 
lective note, in which the powers 
should declare that Europe regarded 
America's armed intervention in Cu- 
ba as unjustifiable, the other ambas- 
sadors telegraphed 
to their home 


governments asking for instructions. 
The step failed through Germany's 
positive refusal 
This gives, as it 


appears to us, -a picture essentially 
different from the English legend. 
A fortnight later war -was declared. 


"Afterwards, 
in June and July, 


while the ^United States was making 
great progress in the Philippines, 
England actively tried to induce the 
Spaniard's commission in England 
to ask for peace proposals, for to no 
power was the American encroach- 
ment in the Pacific more annoying 
than to England. 


"The above is the historical con- 


nection of events. We hops that, in 
giving the same, we have thorough- 
ly exposed the absurdity of the En- 
glish legend."

CORRUPTION IN ALASKA IS AX* 


XJSGtED. 


SPEECH 
WAS SENSATIONAL 


THE DAY'S PROCEEDINGS IN 


CONGRESS, 


Washington, Feb. 5.—At the con- 


clusion of routine business in 
the 


senate today consideration was re- 
sumed of the urgent deficiency ap- 
propriation bill. 


Mr, Hale, in charge of the meas- 


ure, made -an appeal to the senate to 
permit the bill to come to a vote. 
He hoped the "Scandal in Alaska" 
would not be permitted to interfere 
with the progress of the measure. 
He said it had no relevoncy to an 
appropriation bill and while he was 
powerless -to prevent the discussion, 
he hoped it would not be prolonged. 


Mr* McCumber, of North Dakota, 


said he had no desire to prolong the 
discussion, 
but 
most 
villiauous 


charges had been made against men 
—charges which he personally knew 
to be unfounded and absolutely false. 
He declared that 
certain 
mining 


syndicates had desired to obtaiu con- 
trol of the whole Nome (Alaska) 
country. He believed that it would 
be premature for the senate to rend- 
er a verdict for or against 
Judge 


Arthur H. Noyes and Alexander Mc- 
Kenzie before the courts had 
had 


opportunity to pass upon the merits 
of the case* He ventured the opin- 
on that the senator from South Car- 
olina (Tillman) who represented a 
•chivalrous people, and who had re- 
flected so seriously upoi 
Judge 


Noyes and Alexander UcKenzie, who 
had no opportunity here to defend 
themselves, would not have made 
the charges againtt them if.he had 
known Alexander McKinzie and 
been familiar with facts. 
He de- 


clares that no person could put a fln^ 
ger upon a single instance where Al- 
exander RcKinzie or Judge Noyes 
ever had wronged any man of a dol- 
ar. He paid a high tribute to both 
Mr. McKinzie and Judge Noyes, and. 
n answer to au inquiry asserted that 
'not one scintilla of evidence is con- 
tained in the entire record of the case 
that will support the charts of con- 
spiracy agaiust Alexander JMLcKin- 
zie." 


r. McCumber then^ entered upon 


an extended statement of the case 
against McKanzie, goiug into minute 
details. 


He maintained that the order of 


the circuit court of appeals of San 
Francisco went outside of the state- 
ments of fact made to it in ordering 
McKenzie to turn over property of 
which he was the receiver. 
He as- 


serted .that McKenzie's lawyer ad- 
vised him that the order "of the court 
was void. 
JffcKenzie therefore did 


not comply with the writ, inasmuch 
as, if he did, he would be in contempt 
of an order of Judge Noyes. there- 
fore he was between two fires. IB 
such conditions it was held by able 
lawyers that McKenzie ought not to 
be adjudged guilty of any offense. 


Referring to the opinion of the cir- 


cuit court of appeals, JCr. McCumbsr 
asserted that four-fifths of it were 
devoted to the discussion of an al- 
leged attempted conspiracy between 
Judge Noyes and McKenzie, the 
greater portion of the information 
concerning which came from San 
Francisco. He insisted that no man 
could conceive of a more heinous 
judgment than this. 
The parties 


were not convicted of conspiracy, but 
of contempt, and, in spite of his 
opinion, ought not to have been pun- 
ished to such an extent as were Mc- 
Kenzie, Noyes and Duboae. 


The members of the court of ap- 


peals for the ninth circuit, he said, 
might be honorable men, but he was 
obliged to judge them by their a<*"3. 
That court hod convicted Judge 
Noyes while he was 3,000 mile* 
away awd had arraigned him in most 
remarkable language without an op- 
portunity of a hearing. 


Reverting to the situation as Jiyige 


Noyes found it in Alaska, Mr. Me- 
Cumber declared that the mining 
syndicates had made every effort to 
•bribe him, $30,000 being offered to 
him in one sum. Finding it impos- 
sible to bribe him, the syndicate 
hired, Mr. McCumber awerted, a man 
to make A perjured affidavit that 
Judge Noyes had accepted a bribe. 
Thwe facts, he said, had been xe 
ported to the attorney general of the 
United States, yd for reporting 
th«e mutter* to the department o 
jwtice Mr. Frost, he said, had been 
watmeed to prison for one year be- 
cause hi* work h*d come in conflic 
witt fb* ftlituit court of 
ftfg«l*i 


That, he mid, was the real reason for 
Frost's conviction. He simply would 
not be a creature of the syndicate* 


Mr. HcCumber read the orders 


issued by Judge Noyes, known as 
statu-quo order*, upon which he said, 
the judge had been convicted of con* 
;empt. 
Why, he asked, was Frost 


sent to prison and Judge Noyes only 
fined, if both were guilty of con- 
spiracy. 
He opined that itw as 


because Judge Noyes* 
character 


would be sufficiently blackened by a 
fine and then, too, out of prison he 
could not be reached by a writ of 
habeas corpus, .He referred to what, 
;o his mind was appaling corruption 
in Alaska. 


Mr Tillamn (S. C.) interrupted to 
nquire whether Mr. McCumber did 
not think he owed it to the senate to 
give it all the facts concerning the 
damnable corruption'' of certain 
United States courts, to which he 
had referred. 


Mr. McCumber replied that he had 


not a<ttu&ed the members of the San 
Francisco circuit court of aprpeals of 
anything worse than prejudice atud 
bias. He urged that he had proved 
this prejudice from the record, 


Mr. Tillman continued the discus- 


sion upon the Alaskan courts. He 
said that if such things as had been 
charged could occur in Alaska among 
our own people, speaking our own 
language, it would be much woiso i*i 
the islands of the Pacific where the 
people could not understand ouv lan- 
guage. In the course of his remarks 
he took up the case of Benjamin 
Daniels, appointed marshal for the 
;crritory of Arizona, and criticized 
the selection of men of the alleged 
character of Daniels. 


Mr. Stewart made a speech in de- 


fense of the circuit court and criti- 
cized the action of Noyes, McKenzie, 
etal. 


IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—At the open- 


ing of the session of the house today 
Mr. Hemenway, of Indiana, from 
the committee <on appropriation, re- 
Dorted the legislative, executive arid 
ludicial apnronriation bill and gave 
notice that he would call it up to- 
morrow. 


Mr. Henry, of Connecticut, in 


charge of the oleomargarine bill, 
thereupon asked the unanimous con- 
sent that an arrangement be made 
to close^general debate upon that 


l at 5 o'ciock today and that the 


final vote be taken at 4 o'clock to- 
morrow. To this several members 
objected and Mr. Hwiry then moved 
that general debase close today . 


Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, pro- 


tested against 
the 
j:roposifeion to 


close debate. Upon his request it 
was unanimously agreed that the 
general debate should continue for 
two days, <ifter which there should 
be one day's debate under the five 
minute rute, the arrangement, how- 
ever, not to interfere with the con- 
sideration of other privileged meas- 
ures.

THE RAILWAY MERGER. 


The only other subject discussed is 


the eo-c&lled railroad merger, of 
vrthidh. he says: 


"At this time I desire to inform the 


.egrslature of the suit brought by the 
;|<ate of Minnesota against 
the 


N&rthern Securities company, of New 
Jersey. Believing that this corpora- 
tion was organized for the purpose of 
evading and violating the laws of 
Minnesota by consolidating -the prop- 
erties of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific companies, which 
companies run- parallel and compet- 
ing lines of railway within the state, 
I requested Attorney General Doug- 
las to bring suit in the name of the 
state to prevent such consolidations," 


He then quotes from the statutes 


covering the case, and continues: 


"That the Norttiern Securities com- 


pany can and, if not prevented by 
the court, will merge or consolidate 
the lines and property of the two rail- 
road companies under one manage- 
ment, is evidenced by reference to 
sections 3 and 4 of the articles of in- 
corporation of the Northern Securi- 
ties company, which authorize that 
company 'to purchase, hold, sell, as 
sign, transfer, mortgage, pledge or 
otherwise dispose of shares of the 
stock of any corporation or corpora- 
tions, association or associations of 
the state of New Jersey or any other 
state, territory or country, and while 
owner of such stock to exercise all 
the rights, powers and privileges,, of 
ownership, including the right to 
vote thereon. To aid in any manner 
any corporation or association of 
which any bonds or other securities 
or evidences of stock are held by the 
corporation, and to do any acts or 
things designed to protect, preserve, 
improve or enhance the value of any 
such bonds or other securities or evi- 
dences or indebtedness or stock.' 


POWERS ARE BROAD. 


"Those powers are as broad as lan- 


guage can make them and authorize 
the Northern Securities company, not 
only to vote the stock of the Qreat 
Northern and Northern Pacific Rail- 
way companies and thus exercise al 
the powers and privileged of owner- 
ship and control, but specifically em- 
powers the corporation to do any acts 
or things designed to enhance the 
value of the stock of the companies 
mentioned, which, of course, includes 
the right to increase freight rates di 
rectly <?r change the classification 
of freight 90 as to increase the rates 


"Knowing that several other states 


in addition to Minnesota would be 
affected by this consolidation And 
that the declared public policy o: 
such state* through constitutional o; 
legislative provisions w*s similar tc 
that of our state, I deemed it wise 
to call a conference ot tit* governors 
and attorney gt&erals o* <tbe 


ttelfavrt 


these two companies, 
The confer- 


ence was harmonious throughout and 
that the official representative* of the 
various states were wholly in sym- 
pathy with the action of this state 
and its determination to oppose this 
consolidation is shown by the follow- 
ing resolution, which was unani- 
mous; 


THE HELENA CONFERENCE. 
The governor then read the resolu- 


tions adopted at Helena, which nave 
been heretofore published, and con* 
tinued: 


"It was determined, owing to the 


importance of the case and for the 
purpose of getting tihe matter dis- 
posed of at as early a date as possi- 
ble, to bring the suit in the supreme 
court of the United States in the first 
nstance." 
He recited the argument before 


that court on January 27 and added: 


"What the final decision will be 't 
s difficult to foretell, but it does not 
seem possible that a New Jersey cor- 
poration, no matter what its capital- 
ization, will be permitted to violate 
the laws of the sovereign state- of j 
Minnesota. 
If the final decision* 


should be against the state the bat- j 
";le is not then lost—there is one rem- 
edy that never fails and which is 
more supreme even tnan fthe supreme 
court. I quote the words of Judge] 
Brewer in an address made at the bi- ' 
ientennial of Tale college, in which, 
he said in speaking of trusts and the 
nability of the courts to crush them, 
'Appeal must be taken to the great j 
:ourt of public opinion whose decrees 
are irresistable* In that court every 
man is counsel and every man is 
Judge.' 


"It is a pleasure to commend Attor- j 


efficient manner in which he has en- 
deavored to vindicate our laws. 
I 


.earned from him that the enactments 
upon our statute books are ample and 
that no additional legislation is re- 
quired at this time. But, if, during 
your session any further legislaition 
should be needed, I will inxmediaitely 
ommunicate that fact to you.

Nevertheless, our 
government commissioned Herr Von 
Radowitz, the German ambassador to 
Spain, to-inform the Madrid govern- 
ment that Germany was not in a po- 
sition to prevent the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war." 


"After that several attempts were 


made to win Germany, or the Drei- 
bund for intervention, in which the 
.pope uras especially active. 
The 


final result waa that Dr. Von Holle- 
ben, (German ambassador at Wash- 
ington) was Instructed to join in the 
steps proposed by Austria, only in 
case all tbe other five great powers 
participated. 


"We are unable to state the details 


of how the united action came about. 
At any rate tbe collective note was 
banded to the officials at Washing- 
ton April 7, advising a peaceable 
settlement, and was signed by En 
gland, France, Italy, Austria, Hus- 
sia and Germany. It was believed 
for a week that war would be avert- 
ed. General Blanco received orders 
from Madrid to offer the Cuban in- 
surgents an armistice, lor Spain was 
resolved to give them far-reaching 
autonomy and to arrive at a settle 
ment of the Maine question through 
arbitration. Diplomatic circles, 'how 
ever, entertained 110 illusions, and 
when England, April 14,- tbroug 
her ambassador, proposed a new col 
lective note, in which the powei 
should declare that Europe regarde 
America's armed intervention in Cu- 
4>a as unjustifiable, the other ambas- 
sadors telegraphed 
to their home 


governments asking for-instructions.

"Afterwards, 
in June and July,

That Christian 
Science and 


Spiritualism are Analogous* 


Editor Sentinel; 


'Apropos with your article on the 


front page of yc&tea-day's Sentinel in 
•reference to the subject of Christian 
Science coming xip before the Ger- 
man, rctidlisrt'ag, I desire space in your 
valuable columns whereau I may cor- 
rect one of the assertions herein, 'aiud 
in addition thereto give the public a 
few fact* in regard to this new-old 
religious fail'h which will answer 
some of the inquiries "about and re- 
cent attacks upon this much mooted 
topic of Christian Science. 


In the Associated Press article re* 


ferrsd to the German 
secretary of 


state makes the statement, "Chris- 
tian Science and spiritualism have 
the same psychological source, which 
I regard as quite dangerous." It is 
seldom 'that one finds such a hlgfii 
order of agitoraiice among such fcigii 
and presumably intelligent officials. 
Tilie utter vacuity of this s'Utcmeii'C 
illustrates the source of most of tflie 
criticisms on Christian Science, i. e,, 
absslute ignorance* In the Christian 
Science text-book, Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures, by Rsv. 
MLiry Baker Eddy, there is a com- 
iplete chapter on spiritualism utterly 
demolishing the foundation 
of its 


tenets, showing that Christian Sci- 
enc-3 and spiritualism are no more 
related than night and day, or Ofcnst 
arid paganism. On page 5 of Science 
and Health the author says: 
'-'No 


analogy exists "between 
the vague 


hypotheses of Agnosticism, Pautlie* 


ism, 
Theosophy, Spiritualism 
or 


'Millenariumism, and the demonstra- 
ble Truths -of 
Christian Science." 


Again on page 246 of the same work 
the author says: "I entertain no 
doubt of the humanity and philan- 
thropy 'of many spiritualists, but 1 
cannot coincide with their views. It 
is mysticism that gives spiritualism 
its force," 


If our pastors, and the adherents 


of Christianity in general, resist the 
application 
of the term 
Christian 


Science to the teachings of Christ-* 
Jesus, this opposition arises neither 
from light nor logic, but from culpa- 
ble or unthinking ignorance. One of 
our famous orators declared -that 
"superstition is the dagger that as- 
sassinates truth," and it is no leas 
true that ignorance is the midnight 
assassin of reason, 
understanding 


and progress. 
If humanity is to be saved by right 
reasoning, regenerated affections and 
divine ethics, such as w6re taught 
and exemplified in the daily life of 
the divinely patient and lovingNas&a-* 
rene, these teachings must emanate 
from pulpit and press, uncontami- 
nated by creed, cowardice or con- 
servatism. The age of ligtht reason- 
ing, eralted ideals and religious ad- 
vancement is upon us,and religious 
tolerance can no longer be construed 
to mean blind approbation to faulty 
log!?, personal- opinion masquerad- 
ing as divine fact, and cowardly cov- 
ering of erroneous 'teachings in the 
name of charity. 


The divine 
essence of Christian 


Science is love, supreme love for God 
and humanity. Yet this heaven born 
affection is practically operative in 
th* regeneration of mankind, men- 
tally, morally, spiritually and phys- 
ically, exhibiting no taints of weak- 
ness or emasculation in the glossing 
over of erroneous teachings, but car- 
rying out its -corrective, regenera- 
tive, ameliorating mission without 
fear or favor* 


In its ordinary sense ths term 


"science" is taken to mean definite, 
provable 
aud classified knowledge 


appertaining to the visible phenom- 
ena of the material universe, or the 
varying phases of human existence. 
Thus it is regarded by the average 
mind as a product of human thought 
evolved from the varied experiences 
of life. 
But this is not at all the 


sense in which this term 'is used in 
Christian

Christian 
signifies, like Christ, that is, divine- 
ly helpful and comforting, therefore 
Christian Science, which is divinely 
helpful, ameliorative, curative and 
evangelical in its mission, and which 
classifies and makes divinely plain 
to the understanding of this age the 
God-knowledge and teachings of 
Jesus the Christ, is aptly and ap 
propriately designated, and divinely 
entitled to it* cognomen.

'Jack" again reiterated that he never 
killed anyone and that he never put 
n bullet into anyone except Keeper 
Reynolds. He said the first crime he 
ever committed -was assisting to rob 


liquor store at Carnegie, but ad- 


mitted that he had participated in :i 
number of robberies 
after 
that. 


After they had left the jail thsy 
went to a house near a railroad in 
Pittsburg. 


They remained there all of Thurs- 


day. The people in the house, "Jack" 
says, when they read of the escape 
from the jail, recognised them and 
would only let them remain after the 
Biddies gave them a ''bunch ct 
money." 


They remained at the house until 


Thursday night, leaving1 it ns soon 
ns it grew dark. 
"Jack" says ne 


wanted to stay there and that Ed was 
also willing to stay, but that "tho 
woman" was nervous and afraid they 
would be caught. '''I wouldn't let 
;hem go alone." "Jack" said, "and a= 
soon as it grew dark we went down 
the street and took a Perrysville ave- 
nue car. We rode to than end of the 
ine and from there walked until we 
reached the farm where we stole tho 
lorse. 
BLAME WOMAN TOR CAPTURE. 


'If it had not been for the woman 


we would not have been caught, for 
we could, easily have gotten another 
horse, and by this time been more 
;han 100 miles away. It's a lead- 
pipe cinch that we would have es- 
caped, but we could not let that poor 
woman go by herself. She did all 
she could with us—betrayed her hus- 
band, deserted her family, all to help 
us out—and we would have been " 
great deal worse than we are thought 
:o be if we had thrown her down. 


"When we saw the officers coming 


toward us on the road yesterday 
evening we knew it was all up. We 
did not fire a shot at the ofiicers, but 
agreed to kill ourselves. I shot my- 
self in the mouth, Ed shot himself 
over the heart and the woman shot 
herself in the "breast. . We knew we 
had no chance to get away and we 
knew we would swing if taken back 
and that is why we wanted to kill 
ourselves.'? 


WORE SAME CLOTHES. 


The Biddies, when /captured, had 


on the same clothes they wore when 
they escaped. "Jack" had, in addi- 
tion, a light Melton overcoat. Mrs. 
Soffel also had on the clothes 
which she left her home. Through 
Sd's coat there is one bullet hole, but 
through the dark 'blue velvet vest 'hs 
wore are two aoles made by the bul- 
lets that, are lodged near his heart 
'Jack's" coat and vest are literally 
riddled. There are four holes in the 
side of the coat and ten in the right 
sleeve. 
ThB latter appear to hava 


been 
made 
by 
small 
bullets 


'Jack's" pistol was a cheap 32-cali- 
bre affair. Three of the six chambers 
of the gun hold empty cartridges. 


SAYS DORMAN DID KILLING. 
The Kaliney murder Ed alleged was 


committed by Walter Dorman, assist- 
ed by a man who had that day corns 
from Chicago, nnd the Seekers wo- 
man, who put on a man's suit. This 
Ed said, she had often done before 
when she had assisted them in the; 
robberies. He admitted having com- 
mitted a great many robberies, bu 
stoutly maintained that he had nevei 
killed any one.

They had come ti 
this conclusion after a complete ex 
amination and a partial probing o 
tho wounds of both men. Ed Biddlp 
who is generally supposed to bo thi 
worst injured, has several powde 
marks on Ms left 'breast, whicl 
would go to sho\v that he attemptc 


o kill himself. In "Jack's" mouth 


three bullet wounds, •\vlnc'i, 


vould be prima facie evidence that 
ie wanted to rid the world of him- 
elf. 
One of the bullets, which evi- 


iently came from a revolver, carried 
way a portion of his tonsil, which, 
he doctors say, could only have hap- 
pened by the holding of a revolver to 
is mouth. 


MBS. SOFFEL WORSE. 


About 10:30 o'clock this inoraing 


'firs, Soffel took a bad turn and her 
ondition is more serious. She asked 
or her children nnd they will prob- 
ibly be sent for. Edward Biddle i;; 
inconscious and breathing- heavily. 
His death may occur at any moment, 
'ohn Biddle has recovered from tlw 
ipiates administered and talks in a 
boastful strain.

days, his ultimate recovery is deemed 
mpossible. 
There is great excitement in the 
own and the streets are crowded, 
ftrge numbers surrounding the hos- 
pital.

SCOUT BIDDLE'S STATEMENT. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 1.—District Attor- 


ney John C. Haymaker left for But- 
ler at 10:45 this morning, over the 
Pittsburg and Western, railroad. He 
stated that lie did not think he wouli' 
have any difficulty in straightening 
out the tangle atButler in connection 
with the arrest of the Biddies, and 
also said he was of the opinion thai 
if it was at all feasible, the Biddies 
would 'be removed to this city at the 
earliest possible moment. Much de- 
pended, he stated, 011 what condition 
the prisoners were in, and that h' 
could not say de-imitely as to what 
action he could .take until he had in- 
vestigated for himself. 


The declaration by Edward Biddl? 


:hat he did not shoot Detective Fitz- 
gerald and was not implicated in the 
Kahney murder is given no credence 
by Superintendent of Police Demmel 
and Detective Kelly. 


As to the Biddies' declaration that 


neither of them was at the Kahney 
house the night of the murder, De- 
tective Kelly said: 


:That is absurd.

positively identified them, as did 
several others. The Seebers woman 
was accounted for that night. The 
Biddies' statement in this regard is 
absurd, as a preponderance of evi- 
dence shows." 
WARDEN WAS CHLOROFORMED. 


Former Warden Soffel made tha 


startling revelation that he had been 
under the influence of chloroform 
during the night when the Biddies 
broke jail. 
Hr. Soffel believes the 


anesthetic was administered by his 
wife. 


The Butler officials demand half tlia 


reward of §5,000, and in order to 
hold the prisoners warrants were 
sworn out for the Biddies, charging 
them with felonious shooting in at- 
tempting- to kill Mrs. Soffel. 


District Attorney Haymaker says 


the position taken by the Butler of- 
ficials is wholly untenable and steps 
will be taken at once to compel them 
to relinquish their claims. 


• As there is nothing to hold Mis. 
Soffel as a prisoner, Mr. Haymaker 
will prefer charges against her for 
felonious assault and 'battery aiul

Ed pitched 
out on his head, Jack stood up in the 
sleigh and fired at us. 


TRIES TO SHIELD LOVER. 


"Mrs. Soffel was sitting- on the left 


side of the sleigh next to Jack. 
Tho 


Biddies being side by side, she was 
leaning in front of Jack as if tc 
shield him from the rain of bullets. 
Jack was evidently trying to shield 
tier. 
Everyone was shooting and 


Jack was hit and fell out with th-2 
woman after him. The deputy sher- 
iff! and his party marched up then and 
continued to fire. Ed fell 011 his facs 
and Jack on his back in the snow. 
As the deputy sheriff rushed up Mc-

ED BIDDLE DENIES CRIMES. 
EdVard Biddle made a confession to 


Rev. Father Walsh last evening'. The 
priest administered the sacrament uf 
the church and prayed for the sonl of 
the dying man. 
Biddle, who was 


barely able to speak, said: 
:I have been accused of a great 


many serious crimes. I admit that 
1 could have committed ninny—the 
opportunities presented themselves. 
I want to say now that I did not kill 
Detective Fitzgerald nor did I shoot 
Thomas Kahney, nor was my brother 
Implicated in the affair. Mrs. Soffel 
aided us in getting out of the county 
jail. Had it not been for her w 
would have'made our escape today 
She gave up everything1 for us anr1 


we were bound to back her. I di'1 


not shoot her. She shot herself. Oh 
father, bless me and tell me that my 
sins are forgiven. 


"Although I have been pictured to 


you as -a desperate man. I still havr 
some heart and gratitude for the wo- 
man who helped us to escape. ' Slip 
merely did it out of good sympathy 
for us. I persuaded her to do it. I 
told her I was guiltless of the crime 
for which I was about to bo executed 
and she was impressed and yielded to 
my suggestion. I planned it all." 


Looking up he saw several report- 


ers and recognized them as the men 
who had reported all the nefarious 
crimes for which he was tried. 


"You blackguards, you are the 


cause of the bitter feeling that has 
been engendered against us.

so popular that the ministers see in 
the great falling off of church at- 
tendance grave danger to the usual 
Sunday contributions. This is an as- 
pect of the matter that has not been 
heretofore discussed, but it brings 
out the fact that in some things pro- 
gress is likely to go too fast as well 
as too far. 


An especially diverting story comes 


from Vienna to the effect that the ob- 
ject of Prince Henry's visit to the 
United States is to conclude nego- 
tiations for the purchase of the Phil- 
ippine archipelago by Germany. It 
is a pretty piece of fiction and all the 
better for having originated in Vien- 
na, where there is no likelihood what- 
ever of such an international1 deal 
being known, even if ifchere were any 
basis for fthe story. That a good per- 
centage of the people of the "United 
States would be glad to sell the Phil- 
ippines to Germany is hardly 'to be 
doubted. But the United States has 
no such intention. The islands -will 
doubtless always be under the flag 
of the United States, The story, how- 
ever, is a good one and will answer 
as well as -any other -to explain to 
puzzled Europe the object of Prince 
Henry's visit. 


The presid-i1 t's 
proclamation to 


dei-al officeholders that.they will 


not be allowed to campaign in their 
respective departments or before con- 
gress for increase of salary is likely 
to have its consequences not pur- 
posed in the order. The officehold- 
ers in -Washington and throughout 
tbe country are a numerous body 
and it is naturally 
to be expected 


they will resent the executive edict 
prohibiting them from employing 
the customary methods of getting 
salaries raised. In the first place the 
office-holding1 
body 
is numerically 


strong. Their votes are a host. Fur- 
thermore, they embrace an army of 
influential politicians whose personal 
sentiments will have much to do with 
the naming of the next presidential 
ticket. 
It is not, therefore, diffi- 


cult to understand that a powerful 
and for tbe present secret antagon- 
ism of tbe president is likely to 
spring up and be nourished into con- 
siderable aggressiveness before the 
next campaign time comes around. 
The order, however, may be suscep- 
tible of explanation that will give 
it less drastic aspect, or may be mod- 
ified. 
But as it now stands, it is 


likely to create political trouble for 
the president. "On the other hand, 
he is apt to have the pretty strong 
support of public sentiment in thp 
matter. Those who do not draw the 
salaries from the government will 
incline with considerable unanimity 


to the opinion that salaries are large 
enough and that government em- 
ployes are not languishing for want 
of larger pay. 


Mayor Low has chosen Hon. Carl 


Schurz to be of the 
committee to 


receive Prince Henry in New York 
and on many accounts the selection 
is most admirable and significant. 
Carl Schurz is of German, birth, one 
of the most distinguished of Ameri- 
can public men and perhaps the best 
known 
German-American 
living. 


Moreover, he is a political exile from 
his native country, whence he fled 
half A century ago. It will be worth 
Prince Henry's while to observe how 
good a citizen Germany has lost and 
how good a citizen America 
has 


gained in Carl Schurz. The 
dis- 


tinctions that have been the portion 


o-f tliis illustrious man probably have 
not been altogether sufficient to 
raise him above some exultation of 
feeling- in being chosen, to receive 
the brother of the monarch of that 
empire whose soil is forbidden to 


him. 


There will bs objection, of course, 


to the latest route selected for the 
Southwestern interurban line to 


:ome down town1, but the,<lecision of 
the special committee at least brings 
the matter up in a form, that will 
permit objections to be solved. We 
believe the proposition to unite the 
Southwest era's proposed tracks en 
Harrison and Columbia streets with 
the Fort Wayne Traction company's 
tracks to form a loop from Main 
street north on Harrison to Colum- 
bia, thence east to Clinton, thence 
south to Main and thence west to 
Harrison, is one of the most sensible 
solutions of the loop question that 
has been 
suggested. 
It is to be 


hoped the Traction company can be 
brought to agreement on this propo- 
sition. It will provide the city with 
the much-needed loop and at the 
same time not cause to ibe laid cue 
fcot more of track than it is pro- 
posed to construct anyway. 


The senate has passed the bill to 


create a new department of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government, 
which will be known as the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. There 
is every likelihood that the measure 
will go through the house practically 
as passed by the senate. The bill is 
the crystallization of years of effort 
to have the great commercial inter- 
ests represented in the cabinet more 
distinctly than at present. 
There 


has also been considerable discussion 
and some effort to have the labor in- 
terests accorded a place in. the cabi- 


net. 
The present measure provides 


for both, and it -can hardly be doubt- 
ed that tbis department will becoms 
at once one of the most important and 
interesting of the government. 
As 


soon us the bill becomes a law there 


l doubtless be something like 


rivalry between commercial interests 
and labor interests for the honor of 
furnishing the first cabinet officer for 
the new department. 


The house ways and means com- 


mittee will make a rojorfc on Cuban 
reciprocity, but will neither recom- 
mend reciprocity nor declare against 
it. Messrs. Payne, Dalzell and Gros- 
tfenor are in somewhat of c. dilemma. 
They are particularly rabid protec- 
tionists and on principle and for 
special reasons opposed to reciprocity 
with Cuba, but they fear 
to go 


wholly counter to President Roose- 
velt, \vho is -detar mined to establish 
reciprocity with the new republic if 
possible. The committee will make 
its summary of the testimony taken 
by it as hostile as possible to Cuba, 
It is said, but will stop at that and 
let the matter be fought out in the 
iouse.

know of. It enters into the richest 
symbolism of the Holy Scriptures. 
The captives in their sadness ''hung 
their harps upon, the willows.'' The 
raptures of heaven are represented 
under -the figure of "harpers harping 
an their- harps." 
-We learn from 


coins and medals that in -the Macca- 
bean age the harp had only three 
strings. In other ages it had eight 
strings. Jerome speaks of the harp 
as having 24 strings. David's harp 
had 10 strings, anil -when his great 
soul -was afire with the theme his 
sympathetic voice, accompanied 'by 
exquisite, vibration of the chords, 
must have ibeen overpowering. 


'With as many -things -ta comiplaiii 


aboUt as any man ever had, David 
wrote more anthems than any other 
man ever wrote. He puts even the 
frosts and hailstorms and tempests

Taft today continued his narrative 
before the senate committee on the 
Philippines concerning conditions in 
the Philippine archipelago. 


Befen-ing to Ms testimony of yes- 


terday, he said he feared that he had 
given a wrong impression, concern- 
ing the part the army had played in. 
bringing the insurrection to an end, 
but if so this was due to the fact 
that -he could not present a correct 
impression of the -whole situation 
from one point of view. Then, in 
order to give the army its just dues, 
he took up and analyzed its iwork in 
the islands. He recalled that as soon 
as General Otis had received rein- 
forcements sufficient for his pur- 
poses the Philippine army 
ha'd 


broken up and scattered into guerilla 
bands. On this point Aguinaldo and 
Luna had differed. Luna advocating 
the continuance of the war on the 
old lines. So sharp was this differ- 
ence, he said, that Aguinaldo had di- 
rected and secured the assassination 
of Luna, thus leaving the -way open 
for the carrying out of his own plans. 
He would not, he said, report the in- 
cident if it had not been positively 
reported to him by General Fumston. 
Aguinaldo said that if 'he did not 
kill Luna, 
Luna would kill Mm. 


Indeed, the custom was to order a 
man's death in Ms absence and have 
'him killed upon his return. 
Tine 


presence of these guerilla hands ren- 
dered it necessary to place garrisons 
everywhere, there being at one time 
as many as 800 of them.

Speaking of the military policy in 


the Philippines, Governor Taft said: 


"The war has been all over the 


islands and that -which remains is a 


' crime against civilization. It is also 


a crime against the Filipino people 
to keep up a state of war under the 
circumstances. They have worn out 
the right to any treatment but that 
which is severe and within the laws 
of war." 


•Governor Tait also said- that the 


great majority ot the people of the 
islands desire peace and that the in- 
surrectionists were by their acts 
preventing the mass of the people 
from settling down and earning a 
quiet living. Instead of being al- 
lowed to do this, they were kept un- 
der ti system of terrorism, which 
should be stopped. 


"The condition of activity con- 


tinued until the last presidential 
election in the United States," said 
the governor. "The insurgents be- 
lieved that if Mr. Bryan snould .be 
elected there would be a change of 
policy and the islands surrendered, 
placing those who were in. insur- 
rection in charge, tout when Mr. Mc- 
Xinley was elected there was a feel- 
ing that there -would be an indefinite 
retention of the archipelago and that 
the system tlien in force would be 
continued." 


Discussing tile effect of the guerilla 


warfare, Governor Taft said it often 
resulted in the murder of the Fili- 
pinos themselves. 


"I venture to say that there is not 


a Filipino general or commanding 
officer -who could not be convicted, of 
responsibility for the killing of their 
own people." This led him to speak 
of the traits of the Filipinos, one of 
which, Jre said, was cruelty. He hid 
been toldi by American 
officers of 


many instances of mutilation of tha 
corpses of our soldiers. This being 
true, it was not surprising that 
there had been some retaliation on 
Khe part of small bands of American 
soldiers. He had heard of no charge 
of mutilation,but there probably were 
some cases of unnecessary killing, 
some cases of whipping and some 
cases of what is called the "water 
cure," this method of punishment 
consisting of pouring water down 
the throats of men. until they would 
swell up, and becoming frightened, 
would tell what they might know, 
as, for instance, as to where guns 
could be secured. In this connection 
he called attention to the orders of 
General MacArthur as to these prac- 
tices, -which were, 
he said, very 


strict. If thes« infractions of pro- 
priety had occurred he was sure they 
had been in the face of direct orders 
to the contrary.

Roosevelt, eldest daug-hter of the 
president, to accompany him to Lon- 
don, as his guest when he goes to at- 
tend tflie coronation of K3ng Edward. 
It is the present expectation of Miss 
Roosevelt -to avail herself of this op- 
portunity to see London, but if she 
does so she will have no status save 
that simply of a young American 
girl, and will not figure in tibe cor- 
onation ceremonies in any manner. 


London, Feb. 4.—In the house of 


commons last evening Major Arthur 
Loe (conservative), formerly British

United States. I learned from the 
American newspapers that British 
officers had been sent to buy horses, 
but I was not informed who they 
were, nor was I asked to give them 
such assistance as my position im- 
plied I was competent to give. 
At 


the time I had tho opportunity, 
'through: the good will cf a 'high of- 
ficial, of getting the services of the 
chief horse expert of the United 
States army as adviser. I cabled the 
suggestion to the war office, but I 
received no reply." 


CAUSES INDIGNATION. 


The wihole debate on this question 


in the house of commons causes wide- 
spread indignation, which, as as evi- 
dent among the strongest supporters 
of the government as among tlie 
members of the opposition. 
Tli3 


ministerial press vigorously charges 
the war office with -absolute incompe- 
tently, if nothing worse, and demands 
a searching inquiry (hinting at the 
possibility that the more important 
departments of the war office make 
no more creditable showing than the 
remount department. 


The Globe suggests that the war 


secretary, Mr. Broderick, ascertain 
the identity of the officials responsi- 
ble for pigeon-holing and not ac- 
knowledging Major Lee's and Colonel 
Wardrop's communications, for tha 
purpose of summarily and ig-nomini- 
ously dismissing- them. 


The supporters of the government, 


the Globe adds, are shocked, not only 
by the revelations regarding the in- 
efficiency of the war office, but more 
so by the official tone of Mr. Broder- 
ick's and Mr. Balfour's defenses. 
The former claimed merit because 'lie 
did not suppress tihe investigating 
committee's report altogether. 


The Times points out that "it is 


right and 'honorable that a minister 
should defend by all 
legitimate 


means the department he represents, 
but he is carrying chivalry too far 
when he implies the right to defend 
it by the suppression of information 
which dearly concerns parliament 
and the people to know." 


The Times adds: 
"Neither Mr. 


Balfour nor Mr. Broderick have ever 
once attempted in an effective fash- 
ion to meet the charges of incapacity 
and habitual .negligence brought 
against the remount department and 
the war office." 


THE NATION SWINDLED. 


The St. James Gazette, referring to

;Tne nation has been swindled, and

SCATHING DENUNCIATION OF 


OOB&UPT MEN. 


VIGOROUS 
WORK 
IS 
URGED 


LEADING BUSINESS MEN ON 


NEW GRAND JUP.Y. 


St. Louis, Fen. 3.—In a most scath- 


ing; charge to the February grand 
jury just empaneled, which he or- 
dered to continue the investigation 
oegan by the previous body into the 
charges of bribery in connection with 
St. Louis and suburban railway leg 
islation, Judge O'Neill Ryan, on the 
criminal bench of the St. Louis cir- 
cuit court, today declared that tha 
crime of bribery was a menace to 
civic and political life. "It is an- 
archy," Judge Byon said, "for it 
strikes an insidious and deadly blow 
at government." 
Judge Ryan said 


in part: 


"The work and report of the last 


grand jury revealed appalling condi- 
tions touching bribery of public of- 
ficials. 
These revelations indicate 


that men in high positions in the so- 
cial life and commercial activities of 
ithis community have, in their en- 
deavor to secure public franchises for 
private gain, not hesitated to bribe 
members of the municipal assembly 
to betray the public interests and 
welfare they ware elected to protect. 


"No graver danger exists in our 


midst t'h?-'" this infamous method of 
robbing the people by corrupting 
their trusted representatives. It is 
a menace to our civic and political 
life. It is anally, for it strikes an 
insidious and deadly blow- at gov- 
ernment. 


"It 
substitutes the debauching 


moneyed poiper of criminally re- 
sponsible combinations and corpora- 
tions, acting through their venal 
agents, or hirelings and unscrupu- 
lous public officers, for the lawfully 
constituted authority vested by the 
people in the municipal legislative 
body -to be honestly and faithfully 
administered, 


•'The higher the -position of ths 


persons who bribe, or are tribed, the 
greater is their moral responsibility; 
because the more potent for evil is 
their wicked example, buit to all who 
BO offend, be they high or low, power- 
ful or humble, there should be mete.i 
out certain, swift and severe punish- 
ment. 


"It is your duty to continue, 


promptly and vigorously, this in- 
vestigation, both as to past offenses 
of this kind, which are not barred by 
limitation, and as to present offend- 
ing, if any there be, of a similar na- 
ture. 


"Have a care tihia-t none who aa-e 


innocent shall be branded, but liave 


- equal care that none escape being 


brought to the bars of judgment wlio 
are, in your best judgment, on tlie 
evidence presented, guilty."

A Prominent Citizen and Wealthy Real Estatt 


Owner Stricken While Asleep—Retired Last 


Night in Usual Health. 


Thomas B. Hedekin, one of th 


most widely known citizens of th 
city and a resident of Fort Wayn 
for many years, was found dead in 
bed on Saturday 
morning at 94 


West Wayne street Physicians wh 
•were hurriedly summoned when th& 
distressing discovery was made wer 
of the opinion that death had been 
due to some form of heart trouble 
though the exact cause cannot be 
ascertained until the completion of 
a post mortem examination later in 
the day. 


Mr. Hedekin's death was extremely 


sudden and the sad news of his de- 
mise was a (profound shock. Particu- 
larly is this .true in business circles, 
where lie was especially well known, 
for he was presumed to be in excel- 
lent health and yesterday was about 
.town looking after his business in- 
terests as usual. He made no com- 
plaint of feeling ill and seemed ii. 
excellent spirits. 
After partaking 


of supper last evening Mr. Hedekin 
Remained at 'home, except for a short 
time when he and his daughter, Miss 
Bessie Hedekin, walked out for a 
brief stroll. Mr. Hedekin retired at 
his usual hour. He was in the habit 
of arising about 7:30 o'clock each 
morning, and when he did not do so 
this morning Miss Hedekin waited 
for some time before calling him to 
'his breakfast. 
About 8 o'clock the 


cltaughter went to her father's door 
and rapped. There was no response 
and Miss Hedekin opened the door. 


Going to the bedside, Miss Hedekin 


was horrified when 
her efforts to 


arouse her father were futile, and 
Dr. W. D. Calvin was hastily sum- 
moned. He reached the home a few 
minu'tes later, 
as did also 
othe1 


friends who were called, but foun<i 


* that life was extinct. 
There was 


every indication that the death, had 
been a calm and peaceful one, and 
Dr. Calvin believes Mr. Hedekin had 
been dead about 
one-half 
hour. 


Members of the family had no inti- 
mation . of any ill "health from Mr. 
Hedekin, though 
a few 
months 


ago -he complained somewnat of oc- 
casional periods of dizziness.

tacks, however, 
and did not deem 


them of sufficient consequence to con- 
sult a physician.

PIONEER DAYS. 


My parents moved up the Maumee 


river in 1618 in a pirogue, as the 


} only means of travel in those days, 
and settled in Fort Wayne, where the 
St. Joe and St. Mary's rivers form 


I tha Maumee. The principal inhabi- 
tants were Indians, as there were 
two tribes at that time, the Miamis 
and Pottawatomies, and not very 
friendly with each other, although 
they met there in the fall and spring- 
to dispose of their furs and pelts. 
Hunting- and trapping- were the only 
means of making1 a living- in that 
wilderness. 
G. W. and W. Ewing 


and Francis Ccniparet were the prin- 
cipal buyers and shippers in ths fur 
trade, and it was looked after very 
closely. In the spring' the work of 
handling, packing and getting it 
ready for market was quite a job, as 
everything had to go through a reg- 
ular course of inspection of fleshing 
and 
trimming up. 
Then it was 


hauled to the river and put on. board 
pirogues bound for Maumee City; 
thence by lake to Buffalo, H. Y. 


The fort, council houss and garri- 


son remained standing a long time. 
When, the canal iva^ surveyed it 
passed through the garrison.-and it 
was torn down. In digging the canal 


bed, 
the fort, a few rods from the 


garrison, did not interfere. The fort 
remained on the spot till it rotted 
down. Some of its timber was made 
into canes and sold. 


There is much talk in regard to the 


canal. 
When it was completed in 


1837 -there was a boat that was ran 
west as far as Huntington (by using; 
the feeder) as it was not completed 
through the town till 1840. It took 
considerable time to build the aque- 
duct across the St. Mary's river, but 
it was completed before the lock be- 
low town. 
An embankment was 


thrown tip below the old fort and a 
waste-way made to carry off the sur- 
plus water into the Maumee river. 
This was done to furnish 
water 


power for a large grist mill built on 
the canal. 
This mill was built by 


Messrs. Hamilton and Williams as a 
merchant mill, as the wheat from the 
northern prairies began pouring in 
and sold to these mills for from sixty 
to seventy-five cents per bushel. 


OLD FORT WAYNE. 


The fort was on a high embank- 


ment of the Maumee, overlooking the 
Indians across the river, where they 
were encamped on. the lowlands and 
up the St. Joe. This river emptied 
into the Maumee on the site now 
Lakeside—a nice addition to the city 
by an extension of Columbia streat 
across tho Maumee river by a bridge, 
extending- the street through Lake- 
side some two miles east, there being 
a levee thrown up on the north side 
to prevent the overflow of high water 
drowning out Lakeside. 


There has been some talk among 


old settlers that Harmer forded the 
river west of town. That would have 
been the St; Mary's river. This river 
heads in. Ohio and Hows north, and it 
re-aches Fort Wayne on the west. It 
takes an easterly course in a semi- 
circle around the city, and joining 
with the St. Joseph, which flows from 
tho north, forms the Maumee river 
some hundreds of rods north of the 
fort. Harmer forded with his army 
to meet the Indians some three- 
fourths of a mile below the head of 
the Maumee, as the banks were too 
steep to march the troops down to thi 
river at this point. 


Below the ford is a piece of bottom 


land extending one-half mile below 
where he forded. 
There must have 


been a battle 
on this 
spot, for I 


have followed the plow many a day 
and picked up relics of those days. 
This 'piece of bottom, land laid be- 
tween the canal and river, some fifty 
acres. 
The river ran due east along 


this bottom land, then it struck a 
high bank on the north side, then it 
ran south about 
one-fourth 
mile, 


then on the south aide a high em- 
bankment changed its course east. 
At this change of its course it formed 
an island, which was a nice site for 
a mill, which was erected by Mat- 
thew Wines. He owned the land ex- 
tending- to the river on the south side, 
the canal passing through it, near- 
ing the river at this point. The mill 
was built by himself. 
All shafting 


and cogs were made of wood, as cast- 
ings were not obtainable then, which 
was about 1832 or 1833. 


FAMOUS OLD BOATS. 


Now for the great 
thoroughfare 


passing through Ohio and Indiana 
from Lake Erie to tho Wabash river. 
As I have said, this canal was fin- 
ished from Fort Wayne west to La-, 


fayctte, Ind., as boats, four in num- 
ber, were running 
between 
these 


points. 
I will give the names of 


these boats and th& parties running 
them: 
Indiana, 
.Wabash, 
Clyde. 


These first three were owned and 
run by three brothers, Archibald, 
Samuel and William Mayhem. The 
fourth boat, Chief Richardville, was 
run by Capt. Dana Columbia, owned 
by Francis Comparet. It was after- 
ward sold to Mayhem. 
These men 


that run the boats came from the 
Erie canal, state of New York, and 
made their homes at Roanoke, Ind., 
sixteen miles below 
Fort Wayne, 


but were not successful in their boat- 
ing, 
Dana Columbia, of the same 


state, made his home at Fort Wayne. 
When the Wabash canal made the 
junction with the Miami canal in 
Paulding county, thinking it -would 
be a good business point for him to 
locate, he left his work on the canal 
It proved to be a failure, but he re- 
mained one of 
Paulding- county's 


good citizens for many years, pass- j 
ing away some twenty-five 
years I 


ago. 
j 


The Wabash canal was finished 


west to Lafayette in 1841 for the 
use of boats, as myself, brother and 
four other boys were sent to Vin- 
cennes, Ind., to school and we went 
by canal to Lafayetto and hoarded a 
steamer on the Wabash river to "Vin- 
cennes and remained at school two 
' years. 
Passing-, down the river we 


could see much improvement that we 
did not have along1 the Maumee river. 
While at 
Vincennes 
we 
learned 


where the surplus of wheat that was 
raised1 on the Wabash 
river 
was 


taken to market. 
They built rongh 


barges of lumber, corked and pitched 
six 01* seven feet from the bottom 
up, and loaded with corn, cattle, hogs 
and horses, floated down the Wabash 
river, then the Ohio, then, the Missis- 
sippi to New Orleans. Pour men on 
each barge could handle it as it float- 
ed down with the 
current. 
They 


would sell the outfit and return on 
steamboats. 
We would sit on the 


banks of the river and see many of 
them passing down, enjoying1 their 
trip. 
When the canal was finished 


through to the hike in 1843 the tide 
of trade from 
that 
section 
was 


shipped east for a better market and 
at less expense.

THE OLD POST WAYNE AB.i 


LIMA PLANK ROAD. 


Noble County Writer 
Tells of an 


Early Day Enterprise of Fort 


Wayne, Capitalists. 


The old Fort Wayne 
and Lima 


plank road, extending nortward from 
this city, was a popular route of 
travel long before the advent 
of 


railroads into Fort Wayne. A rem- 
iniscent writer in the Kendallville 
Sun. thus alludes to the famous pio- 
neer highway: 


;'Among- the early and important 


improvements in the county was the 
construction of the Fort Wayne and 
Lima plank road. It was built by a 
stock company composed principally 
of Fort 
Wayne capitalists, whose 


chief purpose was to increase 
the 


business interests of their city by 
improving' the facility of farmers 
and others to reach that wideawake 
and 
enterprising 
place. ^The con- 


struction of the road began in about 
1847 and was finished one or two 
years later. Its course was along or 
near the old Fort Wayne and Lima 
road from Port Wayne to Kendallville 
antl from there on was built east of 
that road on to Brushy Prairie and 
Union Mills, now Mongo. 


"A large part of the plank for the 


construction of the road was manu- 
factured at a sawmill in this city 
and which, was built with this partic- 
ular purpose in view, but, of course, 
did much other work. Some of the 
plank was manufactured 
at Swan, 


an'd another mill about snidway be- 
tween. Swan and Port Wayne also 
contributed material. The road was 
never a .paying affair for the stock- 
holders, but it did much in develop- 
ing and improving Port Wayne and 
the country lying north of it for a 
distance of fifty miles. It afforded 
a moans of reaching Fort Wayne, a 
first-class market at all seasons of 
the year. 
Toll gates. were located 


along the road every eight or ten 
miles, -where a small -fee was exacted 
of all who rode or drove teams or 
stock of any kind over it. The most 
of the people were pleased with the 
road, as it was a great improvement 
over the old mud roads which, they 
had been obliged to travel over prior 
to this time. Of course, there were 
some persons who were not particu- 
larly fond of paying for the privilege 
of using the road and they often, 
made trouble with the gate keepers, 
refusing to ,pay, running through 
the gates when they could, and in 
many instances pulled up -the gates 
at night 
when the keepers were 


asleep. 
The trouble and expense of 


keeping the road in repair in time 
became quite a task, and often when 
the planks became worn and rotten 
they would break and the road would 
be rough and full of holes."

NEW JUDGE IS A LEADER. 


Crown Point, Ind., Jan. 31.—Will- 


iam C. McMahon, -who has been ap- 


,inted as the judge of the Lake and 


the Philippines today

There 
was a full attendance of members of 
the committee and Senator Lodge, 
chairman of the

plained that the committee desired 
not only the fullest information con- 
cerning the islands, but any advice 
that Governor Taft might offer con- 
cerning the questions at issue. Gov- 
ernor Taft began by saying that lie 
had gone to the Philippines in the 
spring of 1900 and had visited al- 
most all the provinces during the 
jsist year. He said that in all the 
Filipino or Christian provinces there 
IS a form of civil government. There 
ufe thirty-four of these provinces. 
Tha Moros are all friendly, except a 
few who had never been otherwise 
than hostile to the Spaniards. Even 
these were now being brought over" 
by the prospect of trade of which 
they are very fond. 


TOtTB OF THE ISLANDS. 


Going back to the beginning of the 


commission's tour 
of the 
island, 


Governor Taft said tnat it had only 
been undertaken after the re-election 
of President McKinley, when fee 
time seemed ripe for the establish- 
ment of local government in 
islands. Describing this tour, 
said the course was to present to the 
dignitaries of the various places vis- 
ited an explanation of the provincial 
ana municipal acts. "We had some 
oratory," he said, "and from the real- 
platform of the train, but generally 
from the windows of the car." 
He 


then gave in detail the proceedings 
of the meetings at the various placas 
visited, saying that seventeen capi- 
tals of the provinces were visited 
on the first tour. At each place the 
delegates of the people were met, the 
prescribed 
special act was passed. 


and a governor appointed, who was 
authorized to organize 
municipali- 


ties. These provincial governments 
consist, he explained, of a governor, 
secretary, superintendent, treasurer 
and a fiscal or prosecuting attorney. 


In all cases where the selection 


could be made without 
arousing 


jealousies natives had been chosen. 
All these appointments are tempor- 
ary and next month their successors 
will be elected. When the factions 
•wer too strong 
Americans were 


placed at the head of each provincial 
government. In all cases the treas- 
urer and superintendent were Amer- 
icans. 


COBDIALLY BBCEIVED. 


The commission had first given its 


attention to the northern provinces 
and in April started south on a trip 
of fifty-four days. 
They had been 


received most cordially everywhere. 
This latter remark led the witness 
into a few discursive remarks upon 
the subject 
of Filipino 
hostility. 


"The Spaniard," he said, "will al- 
ways tell you that his house is yours, 
but he does not always mean th.-,t 
you should take him at his word, 
but the Filipino will tall you the 
same tiling and he always 
means 


what he says. He will 
turn his 


family out and install you in his 
habitation." 


Speaking of the island of Negros, 


he. said it was peculiar in its topog- 
raphy and tnat previous to the com- 
ing of the commission 
there was 


difficulty in the matter of govern- 
ment. There were so many officers 
iti the government that of the $200,- 
000 (Mexican) only about $10.000 
was left for other expenses than the 
payment of salaries. Governor Taft 
said the commission had had an in- 
teresting experience in trying to re- 
organize the province of Antique, 
but that the people resisted vigor- 
ously. He mentioned that at San 
Jose, the capital, they displayed a 
model of liberty enlightening 
tha 


world which was twenty feet high 
and had been dragged seven miles 
over a very rough road. On this 
monument there were 
statues of 


Washington and McKinley. 


Governor Taft 
sain it had been 


found impossible to 
put Filipinos 


over the moros. They are subject to 
their datos, or chiefs, and refuse to 
recognize the authority of a Filipino. 
There were, he said, two sultans, 0113 
in Mindanao 
and the othev in tho 


Jolo group, but the sultans do not 
always control their datos. The sul- 
tan of Mindanao is, he said, very 
poor, but the sultan at the Jolos is a 
thrifty man who is always trying to 
increase his income and constantly 
getting into a row about it.
